U. S. Navy Is Still Largest But Russia 
Owns Biggest Fleet Of Submarines 
By ALEXANDER B. GEORGE 
WASHINGTON, 
July 
6— UP)— 
The United States Navy is still the 
world's biggest. 


Its active fleets comprise 243 
combatant ships. They are gener- 
ally rated superior In strength to 
those of any other country. Some 
450 combatant vessels tied up 
in 
the Navy's reserve ' would 
boost 
that power considerably. 
Russia, however, has a larger 
submarine force — some 250 
to 


300 according to competent mil- 
itary observers. There are 74 
submarines In the U. S. active 
fleets and 92 In the reserve, a to- 
tal of 166. 
Some of the Russian submarines 
(but reportedly not a major portion 
of them) are the new high-speed 
Snorkels. The Snorkles are equip- 
ped with breathing tubes 
which 
enables them to operate under wa- 
ter a long time. 
Russia is also known to have a 
highly potent defense fleet for use 
along Its own shores. 
' Admiral 
Forrest P. 
Sherman, 
chief of U. S. naval 
operations, 
caid in a recent speech at the Nav- 
al Academy that Russia "does in 
truth possess a very powerful Na- 


vy designed for its own unique geo- 
graphical situation." . 


In the same speech 
Sherman 
said: "We must remember that 
in two wars we and our Allies 
have suffered heavy losses from 
enemy submarines and that much 
development has taken place In 
submarines and more can bo ex- 
pected." 
; 


Some military experts have said 
that Soviet emphasis on submarine 
power is aimed primarily at con- 
trol of the Mediterrenean sea and 
its shores. With that control Rus- 
sia could protect 
the 
southern 
flank of a Red army driving west 
across Europe. 


Sherman, however, said subma- 
rines might launch guided missiles 
against U. S. coastal cities. 


The aircraft carrier has replaced 
the battleship as the backbone of 
the American fleet. The U. S. has 
11 carriers in the active fleets and 
17 in reserve, notlncluding 
three 


of the 27,00-ton Essex class now 
being modernized.

Guarantee that Inducted 
men shall not lose homes they 
are buying through failure 
to 


meet mortgage payments. 
"The 
legislation 
I 
have in 
mind," Rogers 
told 
newsmen, 


would provide that the govern- 
ment take over payment of rents 
nd mortgages and life insurance 
remiums If the 
man 
inducted 
equests it. 
The 
government 


would make those payment di- 
rect to the landlord, the mortgage 
holder or the insurance company 
during the time a man is in ser- 
vice and for six months after he 
gets out, in order to give him a 
chance to get back on his feet." 


The 
payments made by 
the 
government would be in the form 
of a loan to the inducted man 
and would be repayable, without 
interest, 
after 
discharge.

time of repayment would be based 
on length o£ service. 


"I believe it would be reason- 
able to give a man five years re- 
payment time for each year in 
service,"

Hen And Vessels 
For Korean Duty

A U. S. NAVAL BASE, Japan, 
July 6.—UP)—American naval for- 
ces will be called on increasingly 
to cut North Korean seaborne sup- 
ply lines, 
authoritative 
sources 
here predict. 


Some seagoing 
officers 
say 
more ships and men are needed. 
One officer summed it up this 
way: 


"We've got a boy sized force to 


do a man's sized job." 
American and 
Allied 
naval 
forces have had two main assign- 
ments: Hit enemy forces ashore 
and afloat, and cover the trans- 
fer of American troops to Korea 
from Japan. 
Several Nsrvy men express the 


opinion that cutting off the north's 
sea lines of supply will be hitting 
the enemy where it hurts the most. 


A force commanded by Rear 


Adm. 
J. C. Higglns, which recently 


put in at this base, destroyed at 
least seven North Korean trawl- 
ers and five torpedo boats with 
gunfire. 


The enemy supply vessels had 
put In at an East Korean port 
which the Reds had seized early in 
the war. 


Shortly after, Higgins" force was 
attacked by six North Korean tor- 
pedo boats. 
Five were destroyed 


before they could release their 
torpedoes. The sixth escaped- but 
didn't fire. 


An American cruiser brought 


five North Korean survivors of 
that action to this base. They were 
one officer and four enlisted men. 


It was estimated 43 of the enemy- 
were killed. 


The five POW's have been sent 


to South Korea. 


American Observers Speculating On 
Disappearance Of Korean Warplanes

American moves to get more pow- 
er into the defense of South Ko- 
•ca concided today with specula- 
.ion on the virtual disappearance 
of North Korean warplanes from 
.he skies. 
Some military men were led to 
the hope that the strategic at- 
acks by American and British 
aircraft were beginning to show 
results. 


They quickly added, however, 
that this should be viewed as 
only one possible explanation and 
that the real reason Is not yet 
known here. 
Overnight there were two de- 


/elopments indicating stepped-up 
air activity to bolster the South 
Korean defenses: 
The air force said it was send- 
ng 
an 
undisclosed 
number of 


S'orth 
American F-51 Mustang 
ighters to the Far Eastern air 
orces. These planes, able to op- 
irate at slower speeds and greater 
'anges than -jets, are vitally need- 
id to give air support to the hard- 
pressed ground forces of the Am- 
rican and South Korean armies. 
There have been some in action, 


a few of them flown by South-Ko- 
reans, 
others by Australian air 


force and USAF pilots—but not 
enough. 


Where the additional F51s will 


come from or how they will ba 
transported from the United States 
to the Far East was not stated. 
Defense officials, 
In a separate 


action, confirmed that the esci/rt 
carrier Sicily is taking extra air- 
craft and spare parts to the big 
carrier Vallev Forge, operating off 
Korea. The Sicily sailed Tuesday 
from San Diego. She could maka 
the trip in 20 days, carrying per- 
haps as many as 60 planes. 
It was also announced that plans 
to close out air force weather and 
communication stations in the Al- 
eutians by Julv 1 had been deferr- 
ed. These stations, along the nor- 
thern route to the Far East, are 
important as navigational aids to 
the 
pilots 
flying 
through

storm-ridden North Pacific area. 
For days now, U. S. and Brit- 


ish aircraft have been hammer- 
ing at North Korean air fields, 
rail lines, fuel dump- and high- 
way convoys.

High Court Gels 
Franchise Feud 


AUSTIN, July 6—UP)—The 
Su- 


preme Court has agreed to review 
a power franchise dispute between 
the City of Mason and the 
West 
Texas Utilities Co. 


'A district court granted the city 


an injunction to enforce an ordi- 
'nance requiring West Texas' Utili- 
ties to remove its' poles, wires and 
other 
properties from the city's 
streets and alleys. 


This was reversed by the Third 
Court of Civil Appeals, which held 
that the Utility company had 
the 
right to maintain its present instal- 
lations until 10 years after 
Nov. 
13, 1945, the date Mason became an 
incorporated city. The city appeal- 
ed this decision to the Supreme 
Court. 


Bill is Cited 


In the civil appeals decision, As- 
sociate Justice Robert G. Hughes 
wrote that a law (House Bill 393) 
passed by the 51st Legislature at 
the late Gov. Beauford H. Jester's 
urging was designed to make all 
cities wait 10 years from the date 
of incorporation before 
bringing 
such suits. 


One of the points or error claim- 


ed by the City of Mason, and upon 
which the review was granted, was 
that the slvil appeals rourt Was 
wrong in holding that 
the 
ordi- 


nance was inoperative because of 
H. B. 393. 


Just before this act was passed, 
the Supreme Court had held that 
county commissioners courts 
had 


no power to grant utility company 
franchises to operate and 
main- 


tain power to unincorporated cit-

The country's crying need 


for doctors may be filled a 
little more rapidly as a result 
of the will of the late Dr. Jo- 
seph Collins, who left a mil- 
lion dollars to establish a 
foundation to aid young men 
and women who wish to 
study medicine. 


Dr. Collins, remembering 


his own struggle to maintain 
himself while studying med- 
icine, suggested that • the 
money be laid out as $1,600 
a year grants to students 
who are without 
sufficient 


means to study medicine;" 


The long years of study 


necessary to bring a young 
doctor to the point where he 
can set up a practice always 
present a serious financial 
problem. 
More such be- 


quests as that of Dr. Collins 
•would be of distinct service 
in enabling more students to 
stay out the course. The al- 
leviation of the shortage of 
doctors, however, also re-, 
quires enlargement of medi- 
cal school facilities. About 
a third of the professional 
schools, recent surveys have 
indicated, have more appli- 
cants than they can admit. 
Many of those turned away 
doubtless obtain admission 
at other schools, and here 
again the student with finan- 
cial backing has the advant- 
age.

Korean Situation Is Discussed By 
Waco Banker At Civitan Club Today 


A Waco banker and veteran of 
World War II.told Corsicana Clvi- 
tans Thursday that "our side is not 
winning" in -the Korean conflict 
thus far, and that it will take a 
herculean effort too for It to do so. 
The speaker was Robert Dupree, 


vice president of the First Nation- 
al Bank in Waco, and a member of 
the Counter Intelligence Corps in 
the recent war, during which he 
grew to know the 
Indo-Chinese 
very well. 
"I predict that the focus of our 
attention in the Far .East soon 
will be on Tndo-Chlna," Dupree 
' said, Int'matlng that that lector 
would be the next scene of Com- 
munlst aggretslon.' 
Dupree explained just what sort 


of people the Asiatics really are. 
He pictured them as persons 
to 
whom death meant nothing, from 
whom money will buy anything, in- 
cluding loyalty. "And we are try- 
ing to make the American way of 
life mean something to Koreans, 
when even the British don't think 
so much of it," he concluded. 
Though he painted a black pic- 
ture from the standpoint of the U. 
S., Dupree said he was sure 
we 


would win against Communism be-' 
cause of the two following points: 
1. We'now know "what the score 
Is" in regard to what Russia !ls 
after and to what length she will 
go to attain it. 
: 
2. However bad the situation may 
get, we have come .into this thing 
with clean hands, and "I don't be- 


lieve that divine- providence wil 
let the U. S. lose its freedom to a 
group of men who want to enslave 
the"world." ' 
Dupree, himself a member of the 
Organized Reserve Corps, com- 
mented on the recimt news release 
saying that a draft was not now 
contmplated. 
"Where have I 
heard that before?" he asked, 
"The fact is that we are being 


kidded unmercifully by those who 
tell us that we are sitting in the 
drivers seat in the Korean conflict. 
You 
know who's in the drivers 
seat. Our team isn't winning so 
far, but I think it will, because weT 
do whatever is necessary.1 to win.' 
"It will take money, time and 
possibly many lives," he predict- 
ed. "Our "forty-cent dollar" may 
not be worth a dime when It Is 
over."

BY ROCKY ROAD MOSES LED 
ISRAELITES INTO LAND OF LAW 


Moderns Often Amazed At The Leadership 
Genius Of The Ancients—Because Moses 
Trusted God He Was Sure Of His Pathway 
—His Career Touches Modern Situations 


By WIIXIAM T. ELLIS 
and EARL L. DOUGLASS. 


Remaking o£ nations is under 
way all over the world map. "Ad- 
vanced" thinkers discredit the ideal 
of the saerednoss of nations. They 
would put class loyalties, fancy 
economic systems, and social ad- 
vantages above patriotism. 
For the believer In God and the 


Bible, there seems to be but one 
course open. As our lesson this 
week makes plain, God deals with 
nations as nations. 
Only devo- 


tion to God Himself, and to one's 
own home, may take precedence 
over this passion. 
God of the Nations. 
The passage 
of Scripture as- 
signed for study this week fits 
into modern life in' a most help- 
ful fashion. It Rives us the pic- 
ture of Moses leading forth the 
people of Israel out of their camp 
to meet God. and it tells us how 
God met the people and gave them 
some 
very 
definite 
instruction 
about the way they were to pro- 
ceed as a nation; how they were 
to worship Him; and how they 
were to conduct their lives with 
reference to a moral code. 
This Moses stands as one of the 
peerless leaders of all times. It 
was no unripe man that God call- 
ed when He spoke to Moses-from 
the Burning Bush. 
Forty , years 


he had been trained in Egypt; 
first and most potently at his 
mother's knee, and then in the 
palace of Pharaoh where he be- 
came learned in all the wisdom 
of the Egyptians. 
None, of this 


life amidst royalty took off the 
keen edge of his sense of justice or 
of his consciousness of his soli- 
darity with the Hebrews. 
Moses1 first act as a reformer 
was an inpulsive blunder. It cost 
him his place at court and made 
him a criminal. He had to flee 
for his life to the desert of Sinai. 
But he was a lusty man, built for 
desert hardships. So he spent 40 
long years in the rigorous soli- 
tude of Sinai's flinty wastes. 
Training a Great Leader. 


But the desert is provocative of 
thought, and its dry air ripens 
human lives. Certainly it .ripened 
the life of Moses. This one hum- 
ble man, whose exploits, .great as 
they were, probably made scarce- 
ly a ripple on the surface of his 
contemporary 
history, was des- 
tined to make on history as 
a 
whole, the most profound impres- 
sion ever made by any mere his- 
torical character. 


•He was a mighty leader. 
He 
combined In his person the best 
of academic training and the most 
complete results of long exper- 
ience 
In-v practical affairs. When 
the time came for him to :lead his 
people from bondage into free- 
dom, he no doubt knew the Si- 
naitic peninsula .like a book. He 
knew every shepherd and every 
chieftain in that' section of 
the 
world. The springs and oases were 
as familiar to him as the flower- 
beds in a modern man's front 
yard. 
But above all else, Moses was a 
man whose mind and soul were 
delicately attuned to divine things. 
He was the kind of man God 
could talk to, for he was the kind 
of man who listened. In today's 
lesson we learn how God disclosed 
His plans to Moses. Here in the 
dim dawn pt history was being 
enacted one of the most Import- 
ant events in human history. 
The Way Is Plain. 


For-the most important fact we 
have to learn is that God Is a 
self-revealing God, that He has 
made Himself known to man, and 
that the pathway He has indicated 
is plain before our feet if we be 
but willing to walk -therein. True 
religion' is not something men 
have pulled out of the air. It is 
not' the codifying of men's np- 
tlons. -It is nothing less than the 
majestic disclosure of His nature 
and purpose which God has seen 
fit to make to His children. 
' Skeotics and agnostics pretend 
that religion is too difficult to 


understand. 
It si true that there 


are 
depths 
of religious 
faith 
which even the saints have tried 
in vain to fathom through the 
ages. But as to the way we should 
behave, the extent to which we 
can rely upon God for daily .guid- 
ance, the assurance we can have 
of moral victory here on earth 
and a life of blessedness and pow- 
er jn the world-beyond—these In- 
spiring and supporting truths are 
writ so large on the pages of the 
Bible that he who runs may read. 
Moses was a great servant— 


God's servant and man's servant. 
Far-seeing men today clearly dis- 
cern that, underlying all the pres- 
ent unrest and turbulence what is 
needed most of all is a 
vital 
awareness of God. Society has 
ever been at its best .vhen the 
people as a whole' were reverent, 
religious, 
and 
spiritually 
eager. 
It was Moses who, above all Is- 
rael's leaders, led the world to see 
that God is the God of the na- 
tions and that in Him only can 
they achieve true greatness.
